other.

is no low against it," ts given a:

But most of us have gotten beyond that 
in moral development. 


If you hold a man In your employ at 


seventy dollars a month when he ia 
worth one hundred dollars, just be- 
eautje-you-khow—IieT-ec»u(dn:t—get—eny- 
more in another business, the law will 
protect you, but you aru not giving thc 
man a square deal. Tho square deal is 
bigger than the legal deal. 


How fine a world It would "be if all 


practiced the square deal. We could 
abolish our jails and nearly all our 
courts and considerably reduce tbo sire 
of our newspapers. 
Most of us would 


be better 
men if we . should rigidly 


abide by the square deal. Wo should 
have a well-behaved orderly society, 
and yet how uninviting to a morally 
ambitious man. 
MORALITY IN IDEAL. 


Too much can hardly be said in praise 


of the doctrine'of the square, deal, and 
yet nearly tho whole-of morality lies 
teyond it. The, square deal belongs to 
the.region.of.tUe_-Iegal.and the.compul- 
sory; 
morality lies in the realm of 


he ideal and thc optional. Tho square 
deal is a standard of behavior which 
can be set far a man, the Ideal Is a 
standard which n man can set for him- 
self. You can make a person behave 
himself, but you can*t make him good. 
Goodness he must elect for himself. 


An employer can expect a certain 


amount of work from an employe, if 
ho worker does that much he will not 
bo discharged. 
Thc devotes o*-thu 
square deal does just that much and no 
more, Tho idcallftt sots for himself an- 
other standard. Ho works'not simply 
o fulfil requirements hut to accomplish 
omethlng.
